WASHINGTON (U.P.) The 
Antarctic Service, which has 
maintained a scientific expedl 
tlon of 69 men at two bases for 
more than a year, has closec 
its log book.

Two ships are evacuating the 
men, as Congress refused to ap 
proprlate money for continuing 
the Antarctic study, headed by 
Rear Admiral Richard E. Byrd.

:o Valparaiso, Chile, and Is tenta­
